No person or persous shall con - 
dn<^t. maintain or operate any establisii- 
ment or enterprise ol any kind, nor shall 
any person do any act which shall In any 
manuer pollute or cause the pollution of 
the water In the stieam kno\v:n as Spy 
Run, within the distance of five miles 
from the city limit, subject to the provi- 
sions of said section of said act. 


SRC. 2. Any person or persom who 
ohall violate the provisions of section 1 of 
this ordinance shall forfeit and pay a line 
ol not less than one dollor nor more than 
one hundred dollars."

The city of Denver ends the plain 
travel. 
After 
the 
long 
journey 
through a region where the waves of 
civilization seem to die away among 
the alkali plains and antelope.°, it is a 
strange sensation to find one's self 
once again in a full-orown and !pros- 
perous town, with Paris fashions in 
homes and people, aud the look of 
thrift that usually comes only ' with 
time. 
I t needs the iron wall on the 
west to persuade one that he is on the 
very front of civilization, and that 
what he sees about him has been scarce 
a score of years in its making. Ex- 
cept that the town ia »(¡uared, and not 
close knit, it might belong in Ohio, 
or even in New England. 
There are 
shops that would do credit to Broad- 
way, 
and 
houses 
that 
would 
fit 
in 
our 
oldest 
towns. 
In 
the people there is no more of the 
frontier than one may find in all the 
towns west of the Alleghanies. The 
laboiiag miner has been called to the 
mountains, and except that he comes 
here to spend his gains, or to show 
his "prospects" to men «f capital, 
Denver is out of his range. 
Probably 
no other American city has such « 
noble site. The eastern slope of the 
Piatte rises evenly and gradually 
from its sandy bed, until in a mile it 
gain a height of two or three hundred 
feet. 
Frou) any house-top and all the 
streets one gets majestic views on t over 
the vast eastern 
plain or over the 
mountains, a canal brought on to the 
ridges of the plain from the Platte 
canon supplies ditches,through which, 
in summer, water finds its way along 
the street, and by little sluice gates 
that surround every house. 
For the 
time 
the irrigation of this 
long- 
preached soil has brought about much 
sickness, so that the town seems to be 
temporarily unwholesome; but this 
condition must soon pass, and leave 
the city with almost ideal conditions 
of salubrity. 
Free from 
parching 
heats and withering cold,nearly anow- 
less, with the sweet, dry air of the 
mountains and the oasis-like fertility 
that irrigation will in time giy« to its 
surroundings, it may hope for a noble 
future.

That Dick Meyers is the right man 
in the right place was again demon- 
strated last night when he discovered 
the plot of the prisoners just sentenced 
to the penitentiary to break jail. Mr. 
Meyers has noticed for the past two 
or three days that something unusual 
was going on among the prisoners, 
but said nothing about it. 
He, how- 
ever, kept his eyes open and watched 
every move that was made, although 
the prisoners never suspected that 
Dick waa "onto" them. 


THE GAME TO BE PLAYED. 


Last evening as Dick was locking 
up the prisoners for the night he 
noticed something lying on the corri> 
dor over head that had not been there 
before. He quietly finished the work 
of locking the prisoners up, and then 
closed the door and gently crept up 
stairs to see what he could find. When 
almost at the place where he had no- 
ticed the object, he was surprised by 
seeing the head of Thomas Pruens 
raised to reconnoiter and see if the 
coast was clear. 


To collar Tom was but the work of 
an instant, and then he marched him 
down to the office of the turnkey, 
where Thomas gracefully yielded to 
the inevitable and sitid: "Don't pun- 
ish me, Mr. Meyers, please don't, and 
I will give the whole thing away. 


HIS STORY. 


Several days ago some one on the 
outside had passed one pound and six 
ounces of gun powder, a knife such 
as apothecaries use (called a spaach- 
ula), nicked like a saw, and a bar of 
iron to the j prisoners, and this was to 
be used as a means of escape. There 
was a definite plan as to how the escape 
would be made, but it is possible that 
the intention was to blow off a lock, 
and thus attract the turnkey's atten< 
tioB to that part of the jail, while the 
prisoners, having previously sawed off 
a bar, would make a rush from that 
place, lock the door on Dick, aud then 
take to their heels for the rest of it. 
Pruens would not tell who passed the 
things into the jail, nor would he tell 
who were interested with him in the 
escape. 


SUPPOSITIONS. 


A few days ago some coal had 
been delivered 
at 
the 
jail, and 
the gates were left open for an hour 
or two and the things might have been 
handed through the grated windows 
at that time. Or the walls could have 
been scaled by some outside "pals" 
and the arrangements made that way 
Pruens and O'Brien hail from Chi- 
cago, and are supposed to belong to 
a gang>f desperadoes who infest that 
place and they would do ail in their 
power to save their friends from the 
trip north. 


A search was make and the bar of 
iron was found io the furthermost 
cell of the upper tier, and the powder 
and knife somewhere else. 
In the 
pockets of Pruens a steel shank of 
shoe wai fouud, and a letter directed 
to "Mr. John Hart, Alleghuey, Pa., 
State I'rison," iu which Pruens bids 
111« friend good by.
